Kahn Declares Bigger Force 
is Needed.’

WASHINGTON, April 29.—The 
army appropriation bill was shot

of the Knox 


Chairman Kahn of the Mill Af- 
fairs Committee had attack the 
bill because of the section fixing 
the enlisted force at 168,000. Mr. 
Kahn declared that with the world 
in turmoil the total was too small. 
His amendment increasing the num- 
ber to 175,000 however, was not 
reached. Other members declared 


‘they would fight to cut the total ae 


lower than the bill vides. 
MUST WITHDR TROOPS. 
Asked pointedly by Mr. Garrett 


lwhether rumors that an amend- 


ment would be offered directing 
the President to withdraw troops 
from Germany. Chairman Anthony 
of the subcemmittee on appro- 
priations in charge of the bill, de- 
clared he had never heard of it. 

“But, if the Secretary of War ad- 
ministers this bill as written,” Mr. 
Anthony added, “he will be forced 
to withdraw the troops from Ger- 
many and decrease other forces 
outside the territorial limits of the 
United States.” 

PEACE QUESTION UP. 

The ce question bobbed up 
again while Chairman Kahn was 
pleading for hig amendment to in- 
crease the appropriation set asido 
for the army intelligence service, 
on the ground that the wole werld 
was off ite balance, and no man 
could say how soon trouble might 
break. 

Mr. Garrett’ pressed Mr. Kahn, 
asking if the remark was cryptic. 
Mr. Kahn declared the Secretary of 
War had urged a larger approprie- 
tion, and there were demands to 
know if the Secretary had based his 
plea upon early passage of the Knox 
resolution. In the end the House 
rejected the Kahn amendment, leav- 
ing the total about $100,000 less 
than requested.

NEW YORK RESERVE 6sUM- 
MARIZES RESULTS OF 
QUESTIONNAIRE. .

NEW YORK, April 28,—Unem- 
Ployment has increased approzi- 
mately 17 per cent, while wages are 
appoximately 12 per cent lower than 
they were in April, 1920, according 
to a summary of an investigation, 
which has been conducted by the 
Federal Reserve Bank through 
means of a questionnaire sent to 
employers throughout the district. 
A review of this situation and of 
business conditions during the last 
thirty days, is given in the bank‘s 
monthly statement. 

In the New York district out of 
177 firms addressed, reports were 
received from 156, which employed 
on April 1, 1921, a total of 415,009 
persons as compared with 498,000 
on April 1, 1920, a reduction of 
about 17 per cent. Some reduc- 
tion in hourly, or daily rates of pay 
has been made by more than half of 
the firms sending in returns. The 
reductions range from 6 to 25 per 
cent, and average in the neighbor- 
hood of 12 per cent. Nearly 80 
per cent of the firms making re- 
ductions did so on a-uniform basis 
for all employees. |

PROBABILITY SCOUTED 


There is no price war on gasoline 
impending in Southern California, 
end there is little probability of any 
material reduction in the price of 
@asoline during the coming summer 
months, according to a statement 
made yesterday by H. H. Maxson, 
secretary and manager of the In- 
dependent Petroleum Marketers’ As- 
sociation of California. Statements 
that the price war now being waged 
in the Middle Western States be- 
tween the big gasoline refineries 
would bring about a similar condi. 
here were branded by Mr. Max- 
as untrue. 

The p reductions in the Midéle 
West © been brought about by 


‘the heavy accumulations of stocks 


through the winter months, when 
there were few motor cars in use. 
by the bringing in of new fields, and 
by the importations of ofl from 
Mexico. None of these conditions 
apply locally, it is stated. Importa- 
tions have been light, and there has 
been no decrease in demand during 
the winter. preventing the accumula- 
tion of any large surplus. For a 
short time, according to Mr. Max- 
son, the importation of gasoline from 
the East was tried out, but owing 
to the high freight rate, it was 
found impracticable to bring it into 
Southern California in appreciable 
quantities at a profit. 

Conditions are normal, it is stated, 
While 
there is no large surplus of gasoline 
on hand, there is no threatened 
sh such as was experienced 
fast summer. Production has in- 
creased somewhat during thé past 
year, keeping pace with the in- 
creased demand, and the Southern | 
California refineries will be able to 
supply the trade during the sum- 
mer without difficulty. These condi- 
tions tend toward a stable market 
throughout the summer,. and, there 
is no present indication that prices 
will be either advanced or lowered.
